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As we exclusively predicted last week there has been strong 
moves to revive British interest in Formula 3 racing in 
Europe next year. Further investigation into the moves have 
shown that those behind the move in this country are in fact 
leading members of the Formula One Constructors Asso- 
ciation. This is probably the strongest indication yet that 
European racing just does not have a good enough training 
ground for young up-and-coming drivers. If the Fl team 
managers have to start negotiating with organisers to run 
a formula where their potential Grand Prix drivers can get 
the right basic training—then it is an obvious pointer to the 
limitations of those formulae favoured by organisers. 

It is not our intention to start an F3 versus Formula 
Atlantic battle or to favour dropping one for the other. 
Formula Atlantic has provided some extremely competitive 
racing this year and probably of all the Webb-inspired 
formulae, Atlantic has had the least stormy passage and 
has generally been accepted from the start, One must 
remember that, as a basic formula, it has existed for many 
years. It has got its problems concerning cost, but then 
which formula hasn't? The reason we are told by MCD that 
they have favoured Atlantic is that it attracts better crowds 
than F3 and it only makes good economic sense to run the 
kind of racing which brings the money in 

Formula 3 in this country has certainly declined this year 
into an unrecognisable shadow of its former self This how- 
ever is not too difficult to understand, as it has had a 
phenomenal reputation to live up to over the past decade. 
First of all this year saw the introduction of the new 2-litre 
engines and such a change of regulations always upsets a 
formula ; competitors are always a little reticent about spend 
ing their money until the early races are over and any 
obvious problems with equipment are exposed. We are sure 
however that the fact that there was no major European F3 
championship scheduled for this year was the main reason 
for the new formula not taking off. In this country we have 
our two national championships and no internationals, There 
were international F3 meetings scheduled early in the year 
but these were cancelled for lack of entries—had they been 
at this end of the season the result may have been very 
different 

However while Britain has been forced into quietly for- 
getting F3, Germany, Italy and Sweden have been running 
their own championships. An international in Europe attracts 
over 80 entries without any significant runners from Britain 
or France, so the support is certainly there. What we need 
in this country is revitalised support for a Formula which 
will pitch our top young drivers against the same talent 
in Europe. What the up-and-coming men need is good 
continental opposition and not just to be racing against 
themselves. They need experience of racing in Europe on 
different circuits and so forth. Formula 3 used to provide 
this, SuperVee has seriously threatened to but has never 
really taken off. Formula Atlantic doesn't and never will 
at least until the engine regulations are opened up in 1976 
which should stimulate the manufacturers in Europe and 
possibly bring in some foreign opposition.

Death of CanAm? 
’74 final cancelled 


The final nail in this year’s sober 
CanAm Championship was ham 
mered home late last week when 
i was announced that the final 
round of the series at Riverside 
on October 27 has been cancelled 
due to the lack of the necessary 
‘sponsorship. However, the final 
round of the USAC/SCCA F500 
Series will take place as will the 
second round of the IROC. 

‘The news that the CanAm race 
was to be cancelled also quoshed 
any thoughts that the Laguna 
Seca organisers might have had in 
Staging their proposed (and what 
would have been a reinstated) 
round a couple of weeks earlier 
although their F500 race will 
‘also. still take place. 

The Riverside CanAm was re. 
garded as one of the series" pre 
fnler events and, until It lost its 
Sponsorship after last year's, had 
always been known as the LA 
Times Grand Prix after the large 
local paper. This is indeed a body 
blow for the CanAm series as it 
now. stands for sports cars. One 
would have thought that with 
next year’s new. 3-litre racing 
and. S-litre stock-block engine 
regulations, the series at least 
had a chance of getting back on 
to. its feet, However, only four 
tracks — Watkins Glen, Mosport, 
Mid-hio and Elkhart Lake — 
have expressed interest in stag:

Adlards Crowne Racing were the 
Second team to announce their 
immediate withdrawal from F5000 
this week. 

Martin Birrane announced that 
his team would no longer be 
fielding their Chevron B24 and 
Brabham BT43 in this year's 
championship, the principal rea. 
son being that the budget for 
running the Chevron would have 
to be increased dramatically to 
finish the season. The car was 
loaned to the team with two 
engines and the cost of the re- 
builds by VDS, for Chris Craft, 
who drove the car for them last 
year. They recently informed Ad- 
lards that they could not continue 
this arrangement. Adlards had the 


opportunity to continue but 
would have to pay for the re- 
builds themselves, Birrane esti- 
mates that this would have been 
about £1,000 per time plus an 
extra £1,500 per engine for con- 
version io slide throttles which 
are now necessary to be com: 
petitive, and he does not con- 
Sider that at this stage of the 
Season it is worthwhile to spend 
ail this money.

Redman heads Lola 1-2-3-4-5-6

This time It was Brian Redman’s turn to dominate a Formula $000 race. He snatched pole 
position with a Grilliant, eleventh hour qualifying effort. He drove cannily to a sound victory 
in his qualifying heat. In the final Redman pressed the red Steed Lola into a clear, early lead 
which he extended energetically to a cushion of more than 25 seconds by the end. Mario 
Andretti came from the back of the grid to second place driving his second Viceroy Lola after 
the first one blew its engine early in his heat. Mario worked quickly through the field, but 
‘even when he found himself with clear track and second place—helped considerably by 
other people's misfortunes—he was unable to narrow Redman’s strong advantage. Such wa 
the Impeceable nature of the Lancastrian's Californian form. 

Despite a crush of troubles David Hobbs was able to persevere for a lapped third place 
with his Hogan Lola 7332. Once again the Hogan team found themselves with serious engine 
troubles and Hobbs struggled to keep the leaders in sight before a worsening type of vibration 
Toreed him to settle back on his own. But then Brett Lunger lost a fine second place when a 
backmarker chopped the Jorgensen Eagle off, smashing the pale blue car's nose and front 
suspension, Then Sam Posey had to bring his Talon in to change a shredding and vibrating 
tyre and there was Hobbs back in a hard-earned third place. With Jon Woodner, E 
Forbes-Robinson and talented Aussie neweomer Warwick Brown all losing time with tyre 
troubles, it was Mike Mosley who came through for fourth place after a vastly improved drive 
in the Lodestar Lola T332. John Gunn debuted his new Lola and drove well, sorting his way 
through the midfield ruck to an eventual fifth place. 

‘After being second only to Andretti in the first practice session, James Hunt found 
Formula 5000 debut turning sour with incessant engine troubles which put his Francisco Mir/ 
Mr Marty Lola out early in the final. Hunt's team-mate Lella Lombardi drove Mir's modified 
Eagle but after a very good effort which brought her up to seventh place (to the frustration 
of a couple of USAC drivers) she dropped out when the Eagle's fuel pump broke. 

Although Lolas swept the first seven places (and a dozen of the first fifteen), the Californi 
Grand Prix will be remembered as the race where the Eagles and the Talons showed them- 
selves to be thoroughly competitive with the Broadley design. Now, as team managers begin 
to think about next season, they find themselves planning a good deal of shopping around 
before settling on their 1975. chassi

ice in the past six months, A brand new 
Lola, entered by Frank Arciero, arrived for 
Jerry Grant and Lloyd Ruby held up the 
USAC end by bringing along his turbocharged 
Engle-Offy. Much of the expanded entry con: 
sisted of local amateurs in two or three-year- 
old cars, but twenty of the forty-seven com 
binations were  cleanly-prepared machines 
with thoroughly reputable drivers.

fastest during this session. He was, how: 
ever, still a few tenths shy of Andretti’s best 
from earlier in the day 
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‘On Friday Brian had been more than two 
full seconds slower than Mario, but the Steed 
team had discovered a bad differential locker 
and with 2 new one ins-alled be-h they and 
Brian took on a much cheerier expression. 
After Elkhart they had gone back to Texas 
and Franz Weiss had discovered that the new 
tyres which replaced the bad batch from 
Watkins Glen were a second and a half 
slower around Rattlesnake Raceway's 60 5 
lap.

‘With further modifications to spring rates 
and roll bar diameters the Eagles are now 
very close to the mark. Lunger went very 
Well and despite going down a blind alley 
during the middie qualifying session he was 
still able to record 1 min 29.065 for fourth 
fastest time, Forbes-Robinson lost a lot of 
time while a foulty ring and pinion was 
sorted out so that he was only tenth fastest 
with aT min 32.180 s, 


Jon Woodner followed up his good show- 
ing at Elkhart by always being In the hunt 
at’ Ontario. On his fiercest laps Woodner 
was able to outbrake anybody into the tight 


The Talon Mk 1s showed well during the meeting. Here Posey heads Redman. 
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left-hander after the long run down the main 
straight. Jon drove uncompromisingly hard 
throughout the two days of practice, ending. 
ep with a best of 1 min 29.796 = There is 
‘no question that Woodner is now one of the 
best American road racers. 


Warwick Brown impressed everybody with 
his relentless driving style. There's no doubt 
that his Peter Molloy engine was one of the 
best at Ontario but to watch him twirl and 
catch the white Lola through the infield re- 
moved any ideas that it was. straightline 
speed which was projecting Brown among 
the frontrunners. Despite running on 13-in 
rear wheels ("We know where we are on the 
13s, s0 we'll stick to them for this race at 
least") Brown qualified sixth fastest with a 
1 min 29.930 s, 

Half a second slower than Brown was 
Eppie Wietzes who had an absolutely miser- 
able time of it at Ontario. On Friday his 
Lola's clutch master cylinder failed and as 
soon as that was fixed his engine blew a 
head gasket. The engine was changed for 
Saturday, but the new one just wouldn't run 
right and a thorough check of the fuel injec 
tion syicem revealed nothing. After manag- 
ing barely fifteen laps around this new circuit 
Wietzes put in a qualifying banzai, recording 
1 min 30.499 § with the badly running car. 


David Hobbs had at least as bad a time 
as Wietzes. As has been the case at every 
race—with the notable exception of Moxport 
—Hobbs had a miserable time with engines. 
His first engine was 400 rpm down and after 
persevering with it for a day and a half it 
was changed for another one which proved 
no better. David's Hogan Lola T332 had a 
new, tall airbox for Ontario but with his 
incessant engine troubles he was never able 
to properly access the aitbox. Despite trying 
very hard Hobbs came up with a best of only 
1 min 31.607 s. 

Johnny Rutherford returned to the Hogan 
team to drive their rebuilt Lola T330 with a 
flat wing and the previous, squat airbox from 
Hobbs" car. But Rutherford was also har- 
angued with engine troubles and he ended up 
Using the original engine from Hobbs’ car 
after qualifying 23rd, more than seven 
seconds slower than Redman's pole time. 

In an attempt at improving the chances of 
the turbo-charged USAC cars it was decided 
to reverse the course so that the cars would 
run in a counter-clockwise direction. This 
meant that instead of entering the oval 
portion of the circuit from a tight, first-gear 
hairpin the cars would accelerate on to the 
banking after a succession of third-gear esses 
and into the one-mile blind around the fourth 
turn of the oval and down the length of the 
main straight. The 29 mile circuit soon 
Proved a difficult one to come to grips with

HEATS 


The days of practice had been warm and 
smoggy. Ontario lies in a particularly heavy 
fog area of Los Angeles and it w: 
enough this time to make deep bi 
very painful. It seems that cigarette smokers 
fare less affected by this than non-smokers 
but enough exposure makes anybody feel a 
little drawn and drowsy. 

Tt was with mixed feelings then that Sun- 
day dawned relatively clear. For while there 
Was less smog it was allowing the hot sun 
to beat down unobscured and by mid-morning 
the temperature was already into the nineties. 
By the afternoon the temperature had climbed 
to 99 degrees and track temperatures were 
quoted at well over 135 degrees. 

‘The morning warm-up seemed only to con- 
firm the trends of practice. Hunt found his 
engine no better than before, Wietzes was in 
dead. trouble with more cracking cylinder 
heads while Hobbs resigned himself to carry- 
ing on with his 500 rpm short engine, Redman 
had a bit of a scare when the clutch packed 
up and in the ensuing moment he damaged 
tyres, discs and pads so that he would start 
the heat with brand new items replacing 
all of those.

Klausler looked set to take the lead but 
Depailler didn't pit. On and on he went, 
controlling the car superbly as he began to 
open a bit of a gap to Klausler. On lap 12 
he had made the advantage 45, but then 
things got too bad and he was forced into 
the pits for repairs, dropping a lap. At quarter 
distance Depailler was back in the race but 
a long way back. Klausler held the lead but 
could not escape Jaussaud. Follmer was into 
third, with Pryce, fighting a car whose hand- 
ling seemed to deteriorate as the face pro. 
gressed, closing fast. Next up was a fierce 
Queue consisting of Forest, Hill, King and 
Bancroft, whose brake problems were starting 
to return. Brack had retired after nine laps, 
the victim of yet another internal failure in

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his Hewland gearbox. Three tours later, Klaus- 
ler held 1.25 on Jaussaud, 8.75 on Follmer, 
935 on a closing Pryce and 31.65 on the 
four-car group now headed by Craig Hill, up 
from 16th starting spot in his Brabham BT40. 

Sadly, Pryce went out after one-third of the 
race. Trying to duck inside Folimer coming 
into the tight right-hander before the pits, he 
found he was on the wrong line, dabbed the 
brakes, but only the right front’ worked, 
putting the Chevron into the concrete wall and 
out of the race with a re-arranged right front 

Jaussaud's pressure continued and after 
30 laps he was only 1.9 behind. Follmer was 
now down to 23.3 while Hill (in fourth and 
‘soon to be lapped) being just over a minute 
behind Klausler. King, driving well, had moved 
past Forest, who had lost most of his brakes, 
on lap 24 but a bid to close on Hill was cut 
short by braking problems similar <o Forest. 
Right behind Forest was O'Connor who was 
now lapping in the 68s range despite what 
looked like a major oil leak. Blue smoke boiled 
off the exhaust on the exit of every comer 
but the Lola wasnt slowing a _ bit.

The gap varied between I's and 2s, but 
always the Lola was in front even though 
Klauster had clipped a kerb as early as the 
fourth lap and taken a chunk out of the 
left. front rim, buc the tyre was holding. 

‘With Follmer gone, O'Connor continued his 
progress and. took over walrd spci, having 
moved past Hill on lap 38. Hill had 6s over 
King in fifth but Depailler, now up to sixth, 

closing rapidly. Then, on lap 45, with 
Depailler already past King, Hill coasted 
around into the paddock with no oll pressure, 
ending one of his best drives of the year. 

Ten laps remained and the result was very 
much in doubt, with Klausler just 1.65 in 
front. But next time past his engine began 
to emoke, in a similar manner to O'Connor 
Jaursaud closed to within 0.6 s but by the next 

it was back up to 1.6. Both cars were 
sult continually lapping backmarkers and 
Jaussaud almoxe lost his race on lap 54 when 
he touched a slower car in che first corner. 
Collecting things together in a flash he kept 
the pressure on the Lola, With four laps 
remaining the gap was back down to 0.85. 
Then, with only two laps left it was 05 5, 
but Kiausler wasn't ruffed at all as he held 
off the Gitanes car by just 0.45 at the flag! 


A late race change by Depailler resutted in 
2 third" place’ wien O'Connor's motor 
finally gave up the ghost with just three laps 
left. It blew. spectacularly right in front of 
the pits, putting a ventilation hole in the side 
of the block and trailing grewt plumes of 
smoke. Nevertheless he was classified eighth. 
King found his brakes disappearing fast as 
the race progressed but he still took fourth 
in front of the ever-steady Jensen, who was 
the top Canadian finisher. But the star of the 
day was Klausler. Combined with his wo wins 
in the Player's Challenge series, he must now 
be classed as one of the top drivers in the 
United States. His efforts are all the more 
noteworthy considering that he is also chief 
mechanic on both his and O'Connor's cars and 
after his second straight Trois Rivieres win, 
hhe has left the rest of the Noith American For:

Facing never seems to become more than 


that—the cream of British club racing. Why, 
when a British team such as Iso Marlboro 
Reeds to find another driver, does the team 
manager look abroad when he has the great- 
@st pool of drivers in the world to choose 
from? Why is it that when a British club 
driver tries to get into Formula One that it 
Is the most depressing series of non-starts 
non-qualifiers and non-entries, and that the 
whole system just turns out to be one big 
struggle from which he ultimately retires 
back into P5000 or FAt with a huge sigh 
of relief 

We in Britain think our drivers are some 
of the best in the world. We see no reason 
why many of the better ones should not be 
Bratefully accepted into Grand Prix teams 
Over their South American counterparts whom 
we believe have bought themselves into the 
team in the first place, although I really 
don't think that we can consider this line 
any more. When Tom Pryce was lavited 
Into the Shadow team, everyone must have 
jumped for joy at this acceptance. As for 


his subsequent. successes, there's no doubt 
that we are all delighted that he, a product 
of British club racing, has shown that he is 


Capable of racing with, and beating the best 
in the World, ‘Therefore, one hears, what 
about Bob Evans, Jim Crawford (we'll come 
back to him later), Alan Jones, Dave Morgan, 
Peter Gethin (again), Brian Henton, Damien 
Magee, Ray Mallock and countless others?

For the British driver on the ascent, it 
might not be too good an idea to go to the 


He can 
Stay at home and have competitive racing 
in Atlantic or Formula 5000. If he does that, 


he will have Grand Prix drivers Vern Schup- 
pan, David Hobbs, Mike Wilds (only one GP 
Sdmittedly), Peter Gethin, lan Ashley, etc to 
Face against. What is more detrimental, is 
that he won't learn any foreign tracks, foreign 
janisation, he will race against the same 
People in each race on tracks like Snetterton, 
Brands Hatch club circuit, Mondello Park or 
Mallory Park, none of which he would ever 
need to see again if he “made the grade 
into Formula One, Are you getting the pic- 


In most of the countries around Europe, 
there ‘are few major Formulae that aren't 
International. This was the great use of 
Formula 3 in its old state in that a driver 
could. elther compete in his own national 
championships, the European championship 
or another national championship. Larry 
Perkins, for instance, gained more experience 
than any British club driver in Atlantic now, 
by. spending a few. months contesting the 
French championship last year. This year, any 
Formula 3 driver of last year has had 
to make some sort of decision. In France, he 


had nowhere to go but Formula 2, 2 litre 
sports. cars. or ‘GT racing. In Germany, 
Formula 3 is still fairly healthy as it is in 


‘although in both cases, there was little 


probiem about going into Formula 2 with a 
umber of races in each country. 
For the Briton, the situation was simple. 


John Webb had produced a couple of nice 
Formulae which could take care of drivers 
from F3. The Atlantic series could be raced 


in either this country or the States (more 
expensive than F2), and the F5000 series 
meant that one raced cars which were 


‘ble in Britain, USA, and Australasia. To 


me, there would be no comparison in the 
experience of doing the European F2 series 


and the F5000 series in Britain, Australasia 
or America, 
A recent letter suggested that Formula 2 


was totally dead and completely useless and 
why didn’t team managers look to our own 
national Formulae for their drivers. I hope 
that T have gone some of the way towards 
explaining why it isn't, why it exists and its 
great advantages and the way I think that 
3 would-be professional Grand Prix driver 
should be looking to go. It needs a lot to 
g0 abroad, but International F2, F3, Formula

‘The rally had only two bad moments. One 
as a bit of unexpected police attention at 
speed traps set up during the first night 
h Africa is still under an overall 50 mph 
speed limit following the petrol crisis and 
the rally was virtually untimed on the road 
as a result. The big problem in the speed 
traps were as usual the service cars and 
one guy who was caught at over 140 kph 
is still in jail awaiting trial. The other bad 
incident was when a car got lost on a special 
stage and unwittingly found itself back on 
route but going the wrong way. It was in a 
head-on collision with another car and the 
driver of that car is still in hospital suffering 
from concussion. The organisers who have 
moved along way towards straightforward 
rallying since the navigation nightmares of a 
few years ago have taken the point that 
requiring the competitors to do accurate pin: 
point navigation on special stages can lead 
to such accidents and it is unlikely to happen 
again. 

‘Since the political upheaval in Portugal has 
affected the status of Mozambique, the Total 
Rally for the first time ever was centred on 
the capital of South Africa, Pretoria. Nor- 
mally the rally has finished in Lourenco 
Marques and in its early days was even known 
as the “LM Rally” but the convenience of 
Prevoria for results and centrality for organisa- 
tion has now been proved and it is unlikely 
to go back to its old format Because of 
the fuel restrictions, there was to be no 
competition on the open road and everything 
was to be sorted out on 30 special stages 
most of which were in South Africa but some 
of which were in the neighbouring country

of Swaziland at whose capital, Mbabane, the 
rally was to have its mid-way halt. In’ fact 
the rally was divided into three parts with 
the first being just a very shore run around 
Pretoria on the Wednesday morning using 
three short stages from the results. of which 
the re-start order from Pretoria Wednesday 
fight would be decided. The rally had re. 
celved an excellent entry thanks very much 
to Total and South African Airways who had 
flown down the largest contingent of overseas 
drivers ever seen on a South African rally 

The first stage was a bit of road normally 
used for testing tanks and contained some of 
the most Incredible jumps and bumps while 
the third stage was almost equally rough. 
The second stage was part of a race track 
round a drive-in movie cinema which was 
quite entertaining except that one avid movie 
fan had obviously been spying out the terri- 
tory and took a short-cut that put him over 
30 seconds quicker than the fastest car which 
Stayed on the correct route. With the em: 
phasis on the first part being roughness, those 
drivers who one would have expected to be 
leading ‘were trailing somewhat as a result 
of prudence. Jan Hettema led the rally from 
Walfridsson| who obviously had not been 
prudent as his whole front suspension had to 
be replaced after hitting a 5 mph bump on 
the first stage at about 60 mph. Sclater was 
third largely due he reckoned to doing a good 
time at the cinema where he was one of the 
few cars to use racing tyres. Lambert Fekken 
was fourth with the Escort RS despite being 
very worried about his rear wheel bearings 
He had had trouble on the previous rally 
with ‘rear wheel studs coming loose and that 
part of the car seemed to be playing up 
‘Again, Young van der Merwe was going like

place ahead of Roger Clark. Kallstrom was 
Classified 11 while poor Ove Andersson was 
back at 18 with a disputed time on the third 
stage which no amount of looking at the 
time cards with the organisers could resolve. 
Klaus Kleint had hit a bank on stage three 
but the car seemed none the worse for it 
Only two cars actually retired and one of 
these was The Sunday Times sponsored 
BMW 2004 driven by Oxley/de Wit which 
broke its differential. This car is not seen 
anywhere else than in South Africa and has 
the body of a Glas with the engine from a 
2002 Th 

Feelings were pretty mixed about those 
first sections and it was sure that drivers 
Uke Mikkola, Lampinen and Waldegaard did 
not like losing their seeded positions to run 
at 30th, 33rd and 46th positions. Anyway 
it was clear that the rally had not yet really 
started and that in the long forest stages to 
come, things were going to alter considerably 
The rally re-started at 18.00 hours with a 
good crowd seeing the drivers off into the 
Aight from the City Hall of Pretoria. 

‘The first two stages were rather uninterest 
ing as they were mainly straight roads with 
90 degree turnings. The surface was so 
dusty and powdery that they were nicknamed 
the “talcum powder stages” and it would 
seem likely that it was dust from here that 
destroyed Roger Clark's clutch a few stages 
later. Klaver/Malan stopped here with their 
Mini GT when the dust choked the cooling 
system and the engine erupted in a cloud of 
Steam. The navigation away from the end 
Of the second one of these stages was quite 
tricky and both Hettema and Walfridsson took 
the wrong way thus letting Sclater first into 
the next time control and of course from 
there he had the advantage of running first on 


the stages with no dust to contend with. His 
co-driver, Franz Boshoff found one dis 
Sdvantage though in that he had to show 
many. of the marshalls how to fill in the 
complicated time cards. 

‘Stage six had to be cancelled because of a 
forest fire that was raging and thus com- 
petitors had a long run up to Lydenburg and 
the start of the “proper stages. Stage 
Seven was a 24 km race where most people 
took a wrong turning or two. Walter Boyce 
Paul Manson did this and also had the selec- 
tor pin come out of the Datsun-gearbox 80 
they got it jammed in second and stayed that 
way for the rest of the test. Waldegaard had 
3 puncture after five kilometres and stopped 
to change it only to find Boyce in front of 
him with his second-gear Datsun. Clark was 
now without a clutch and when his Escort 
‘overshot a junction, Mason had to try to 
help him push it round which was when the 
car went aver his foot. They tried to fix 
the clutch between the two stages bur to ni 
avail and retired 

The little Datsun 1200 of the German girl 
Oda Dencker-Andersson Charlotte Heuser, 
had burnt out its alternator on the way to 
these stages and though they had a spare 
ne in the car, the girls could not find any: 
fone to change it for them. Although they 
followed other cars for a while, this was not 
possible on stages and they decided to retire. 
Kieint had a similar problem with his car but 
he. did get. the alternator changed 
and was able to carry on. His other problem 
was punctures for while other cars were run- 
hing through practically without, he had three 
ina row and had to borrow’ wheels from 
another car. ‘The Toyota “breadvan" of the 
Kuun brothers had trouble on the first three 
stages with # puncture which meant that they 
Started almost last from Pretoria and were 
how puzzled by a strange water leak from 
their 2.1 litre twin-cam engine. At first they 
thougbt that it was a head gasket gone but 
it was later traced to the cylinder block water 
drain tap being parally open. By the time 
they had discovered that, the engine had 
overheated and—guess what—blown the head 
pasket 

Between stages 10 and 11, Jan Hettema’s 
service car had an accident when ‘it assaulted 
a bank ‘and this was to deprive him of most 
of his spare parts for the rest of the rally. 
D. B. Venter Leon Steenkamp in one of the 
Peugeot 504s were extremely lucky when they 
had'a puncture for they discovered it between 
two stages when they descended to answer a 
call of nature, Mikkola was even more lucky 
When he lost the tail-pipe of his Peugeot 
Silencer in stage 10 for the exhaust played 
on the rear bodywork and caught alight some 
plastic foam’ in the boot. He finished the 
Stage with the car emitting clouds of smoke 
‘and. who was on hand. to extinguish the 
flames but Lofty Drews down from East Africa 
job hunting. No serious damage was done 
and after removing the rest of the foam, 
he continued ‘with much thanks to the ex: 
Safari winner. 

iow the rally was turning south for Swazi- 
land and the pace began to tell. Sarel van der 
Merwe retired his Datsun with the differential 
carrier broken. This had gone first on one side 
and been welded and then it broke on the 
other side and there was no chance to even 
drive the car. The Malian, Piazza-Musso, in 
the third Escort prepared by Ford South Africa 
had been having trouble with a sticking 
throttle which had made the earlier part of 
the rally very interesting but he now had it 
fixed and both he and Lambert Fekken were 
lying in the first five overall. Ahead of them. 
however, was the VS Marina entered by 
British ‘Leyland for Geoff Mortimer/Alan 
Fletcher but towards the end of stage 16 
he clipped a bank with the front wing and 
unbeknown to him the alternator pulley was 
now rubbing on a pipe to the oil cooler. 1n 
the next stage the engine's lifeblood dis- 
appeared through the hole and the Marina 
came to a halt, They did get it fixed but it 
was too late to ‘continue. Fekken's Escort also 
Tost olf on stage 17 but it was through 
a six millimetre hole in the gearbox and after 
forcing a one quarter inch bolt into the space 
and topping up they went on again, Kallstrom/ 
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Billstam retired the Datsun Violet when the 
twin-cam engine blew up on a road section 
‘Stage 17 was already in Swaziland 
and the border operation must have been the 
oothest and fastest ever seen on an inter. 
national rally as the only paperwork that 
changed hands was an invitation to take break 
fast at the start of the next special stage. This 
was 17 which was remarkably short but 
following it was Heenan's Horror over 
38 kilometres of the most varied sort of 
terrain including something called the Bear's 
Bottom which is so steep and rocky that 
conventional grading equipment cannot get 
up it. It was here that several people took 
wrong slots including Andy Cowan/Gerry 
Phillips in the Dodge who lost several minutes 
getting it sorted out. At the same place, Natie 
Ferreira/Peter Swanepoel went wrong and 
came back into the stage at another point 
but facing the wrong way. The reason for the 
confusion at the junction was that another 
car had earlier flattened the direction arrow. 
Ferreira thought he was on the correct route 
with his Mazda RX2 so was extremely sur 
prised to find Bob Hardy/Chris Hawkins 
Coming round a corner at them in a Datsun 
Violet. Both cars were in the standard class 
but still the impact must have been at over 
80. miles an hour and poor Hardy was 
badly injured despite crash helmet and seat 
belt. Hawkins had his seat belt break and he 
did a header out through the windscreen and 
‘only his helmet saved him from serious injury. 
Ferreira hit his head but not too badly but 
the stage had to be stopped for a while to 
get Hardy to hospital. It was a bad stage for 
the Ferreira family for brothers Franz and 
Christo in a Group 2 Mazda RX2 broke their 
differential and had to retire on the stage. 

Ie is just possible that this stage also cost 
Datsun the rally for not only did they lose 
Louis Cloete who bent a steering arm and did 
not have a spare with him to change it, but 
Chris Sclater also hit a bank and bent a 
steering arm and lost almost three minutes to 
‘Andersson's Toyota which did the fastest time.

In Mbabane, most people took the time that 
was left of their one hour's lateness to work 
on the cars and prepare them for the run back 
to Pretoria. Simo Lampinen changed all his 
suspension on the Mazda but unfortunately 
there was a slight mistake and they put the 
wrong shock absorbers on and he lost a lot 
Of time in the next three stages with the car 
almost. uncontrollable. Because of the 
Servicing, most people only got three hours’ 
sleep but the organisers did help by delaying 
the start another hour until seven o'clock 

‘The provisional classification looked like 
this: 1, Andersson /Hertz, 3 hrs 25 m 15 s; 2, 
Walfridsson/Kasselman, 3 hrs 25 m 59 s: 3, 
Sclater/Boshoff, 3 hrs 27 m 6 s: 4, Fekken. 
Borman, 3 hrs 36 m 32 s; 5, Piazza-Musso 
Ridden, 3 hrs 39 m 12 s; 6, Mikkola/Daven- 
port, 3 hrs 42 m 8 7, Waldegaard, 
Thorselius, 3 hrs 43 m 4 s;' 8, Lampinen 
Liddon, 3 "hrs 43 m 37 s; 9, Cowan/Phillips. 
3 hrs 45 m 21 s; 10, Fekken/Hooper, 3 hrs 
47 m 56 s. 

No fewer than 43 cars were still run: 
ning but the rally lost one of its leaders 
almost at once on the restart when Walfrids- 
son had to retire after a hasty cylinder head 
gasket change failed to cure his Volvo's engine 
problems. Stage nineteen saw quite a few 
wrong slots including a rare one from 
Sclater/Boshof who were still running as first 
car. On the next stage however a much more 
serious wrong slot caught Waldegaard 
Thorselius who lost 6 m on it while the same 
one dropped Lampinen/Liddon at least 3 m 
and they lost more with a spark plug lead 
coming off their twin rotor Mazda engine. 
‘Andy Cowan got caught there too which meant 
that a lot of the pressure had come off the 
Group 1 leader. Mikkola, in just two stages. 


Canadians Walter Boyce/Paul Manson had 
problems aplenty with their Datsun on which 
the doors had jammed so that they had to 
‘et in and out through the windows. The final 
blow came at the end of stage 26 
when a rear wishbone broke coming over the 
finish line and they lost the wheel and drive- 
shaft. This final indignity caused their retire. 
ment. At the same stage Piazza-Musso brought 
his fine run to an end with a blown head 
gasket with the third Escort while Mr and 
Mrs Dahms fixed their third puncture of the 
night. It wasn’t even a terribly good night for 
Peugeots either as lan Miller/Richard Leeke 
Jost 29 m in a stage fixing their gearlever 
back in place. In fact it did not take that long 
but while they were at it they discovered 
that they had a flat tyre and also the starter 
didnot work. Herman Fekken/Robble Broek- 
meyer had been going very strongly with 
thelr. Peugeot 504 but between stage 19 
and 20, it shed a star wheel in the differ: 
ential and opened up a big hole. They got the 
Service crew to change the differential in time 
to continue but the driveshaft spline was so 
scored that it couldn't be refitted and they had 
to very reluctantly retire. The other Peugeot 
of D. B. Venter/Leon Steenkamp had suffered 
from a loose rear suspension for most of the 
first night and this had ruined their driveshaft 
coupling and they had to slow down to make 
sure that they would finish. 

Jan Hettema//Gerry Gericke had a really 
rotten second night with their Chevrolet 
Firenza. It all started when a stone chopped 
‘a rear brake pipe and they couldn't change 
it Because all their spares were back with the 
service car after stage ten! This meant that 
they had to just block it off and run with 
three brakes. If that wasn't interesting enough, 
they had a puncture on a short stage and ran 
to the end on it only to find that it had done 
strange things to their limited slip differential 
which with the three brakes made the car 
very difficult to drive. 

Just about everyone still running was 
relieved to see Pretoria again and the short 
smooth spectator stage that finished off the 
event just_a few miles out of town. The 
results were out quite quickly and proved to 
be very accurate except Hein Dahms found 
that he was initially given as 14th after 
someone had tried to subtract 41 m from an 
hour and 10 mand made the answer 31 
Likewise, Andy Cowan found a minute astray 
‘and got it corrected. But mostly people were 
worried about the police demand that everyone 
who had been caught speeding during the 
rally should be excluded, Fortunately good 
sense prevailed and the stewards of the rally 
pointed out that they could not exclude people 
who had not yet been proved to have exceeded 
the limit and so the results stood. 

‘The rally was very well received by the 
competitors which was good news for the 
anxious organisers who had Claude Leguezec 
down from the CSI to observe the rally for 
possible inclusion in the World Rally Cham- 
Bionship of 1976, Andersson's win was most 
popular and the close result with Sclater bodes 
‘well for the Japanese cars when they appear 
‘on other rallies.

Last summer, as a few regular readers may 
still remember, I tested a Fiat 126 by going 
on a week's holiday in Scotland. I proved 
that 500 miles in a day is less than nothing 
to this 594 cc grand tourer, but I'm afraid 
I drove the little thing flat-out all the way 
fand in fact covered 100 miles at an average

T should make a short test with the acceler- 
ator pedal a few millimetres off the floor, 
as & postscript to my former article 

Make no mistake, I'm a lousy economy 
driver. I know how to do it but I always 
‘use maximum performance when overtaking 
—iv's bad manners to hog the fast lane in 
@ tiny car, 1 reckon. I think that most 
motorists avoid wasteful acceleration and 
braking nowadays, but they soon get tired 
of seeping around and forget the extremes of 
economy driving. Yet, I know from my 
correspondence that quite a few people are 
having to watch the pennies these days, s0 
I tried to make this test as realistic as 
possible 

First of all, any test that does not include 
an early morning start from cold is mislead: 
ing. Several stops must also be made during 
the day, of varying length, for some engines 
require the use of the choke when still half 
warm, which is extravagant on petrol. I 
chose’ a route ranging from country lanes 
to motorways, with a little town work but no 
London traffic blocks. I kept moving fairly 
smartly on winding roads, but on the motor- 
way I cruised at 50 to 55 mph, going up to 
G0 ‘mph when overtaking or getting clear of 
bunches of traffic—I hate travelling in close 
‘company. 

Driven thus, the 126 gave me exactly 55 
mpg, which compares with 42 to 43° mpg 
when T went to Scotland absolutely full-bore 
all the way. Last year, the saving would not 
have been significant, but today It means real 
money, The little Fiat is still fun to drive 
at such speeds and compared with a typical 
40 ‘mpg small car, the saving would be 
‘about £75 on 20,000 miles a year, which is 
fairly usual mileage, I believe. ‘This may 
hot seem a vast sum, but the purchase price 
Of the 126 is €45 less than an Imp or £55 
Below a Mini, which all adds up. 

The 126 has a low-compression, low-rev- 
ving engine that ought to last a iong time. 
It gives 23 bhp at 4800 rpm on a 7.5 to I 
compression ratio, compared with the 602 cc 
tworcylinder Citrogn, which develops 32 bhp 
at 5750 rpm on a 9 to 1 ratio. Of course, 
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If only the government would have the sense 
to reduce the tax on poor mens’ cars! 

Curiously enough, although this tiny car 
is naturally ideal for town work, it is even 
better for long journeys, when it covers the 
miles with incredible ease. I am a twelve- 
cylinder man at heart and I love to have a 
few hundred horsepower under my foot. 
Nevertheless, 1 have enjoyed every mile i 
have driven in this simple vehicie, which 
contrives to make motoring a pleasure for 
those of us who begrudge the cost of every 
gallon of petrol.

Bagheeras and Simca 


bits from Halesfield 


It’s funny how you get road test cars. There 
I was wandering around at the end of the Tour 
of Britain in my Matra Simca tee shirt, 
explaining to everyone how they were going 
to put four seats in front of the Bagheera 
and do the Tour next year, when this fellow 
says “Well, you see, we import secondhand 
Bagheeras." Now it’s the sign of a half 
reasonable journalist fo come to his senses 
when he sees a good story, no matter what 
the odds, and I'm happily ‘surprised to say 
that, after a small change of accents, and 
@ confirmation of my real job, I had’ fixed 
up what is possibly the longest test of the 
Bagheera by any British motoring journalist 

The Bagheera was introduced at Le Mans 
last year and any visitor to France will con- 
firm that they have sold well in their country 
of manufacture, and fairly well in other 
European countries. However, the company 
have made no signs to indicate that they 
will import the car to this country and market 
it here, whether in left or right hand drive 
form. 

Briefly speaking, the Bagheera is @ three 
seater in line, mid engine coupe with a steel 
shell and glass fibre bodywork. It is powered 
by a fairly mild, transversely mounted and 
tilted to 15 degrees, 1300 Simca engine with 
twin 1204 Solex carbs in downdraught con- 
formation rather than the side draughts on 
the Rallye 2, this giving 84 bhp at 6,000 
rpm. The suspension Is in fact Simca 
1100 back and front, although the trailing 
rods on the rear end run forward operated 
by transverse torsion bar, coupled with anti- 
roll bars front and rear. The gearbox is four 
speed from the Simca i100 GLS. The longi- 
tudinal balance is 42 per cent to the front and 
‘58 per cent to the rear. 

‘So much for the mechanical details and 
back to how I managed to lay my hands-on 


one of these beautiful creatures. The “fellow” 

whom I co rudely refer, was in fact John 
Murray of Halesfield Motors, a new garage 
near Telford new town in Shropshire. In fact, 
thelr business has become quite considerable 
in their two years of existence, and consists 
mainly of Chrysler business. The man behind 
the garage is Mike Leeke, a former rally

It was during the preparation of the Rallyes 
last year that Halesficld became involved with 
the ‘sport parts range that they currently 
offer, for when asking various factions in 
Britain whether certain sports parts existed, 
they were told that they didn’t, but on des 
patching their trusty Francois to see what he 
could track down in France, they discovered 
they did indeed exist, which caused Halesfield 
to dig more deeply and their ferret Francois 
consequently brings back a veritable bag of 
goodies from his trips to France. For this 
Feason, Halesfield are in a good position to 
offer a good and well Informed range of all 
that there Is marketable in France and what 
is worth having and what isn’t. 

Equally, Francois fixed up a good contact 
in Paris ‘to deal in secondhand Bagheeras, 
‘and although the car is only about 15 months 
‘old, there is quite a reasonable flow of them 
in the secondhand market. John Murray, the 
sales director of Halesfeld, saw the potential 
in this country and arranged their import 
‘and soon the first one had gone, unfortunately 
not sold, just gone, The second car imported 
became Halesfield's demonstration car, and it 
was this car In which I recently travelied over 
‘500 miles on test 

By the time I had got into the car, it had 
done around 23,000 kilometres which is some: 
where in the region of 15,000 miles. If Hales: 
field sold the car, it would be sold for about 
€2,250 as against ‘the £2,800 for a new model. 


The main lights hydraulically pop-up, but for 
emergency use there are two quartz halo 
lights beside the front indicators. 


Apart from one or two scores on the fibreglass, 
‘a dicky gear linkage which I seemed to clear 
up or just got used to, and the need for the 
correct lights and tightening up all round, the 
car seemed to be in very clean condition. 
However, once you climb into the Bagheera, 
it’s almost love at first sight. It could be 
either being cossetted by the gloriously 
covered seats, or the feeling of control over 
the TV screen-like instrument panel. Either 
way, it's fantastic, and the only sign of wear 
interiorly was just a slight darkening of the 
driver's lime green seat and back rest. The 
floor was in soft carpet, striped lime with 
small lack lines. One felt that it was more 
the work of David Hicks than a motor manu- 
facturer. The head rests were actually in reach 
‘of the head, and one didn't feel as though one 
was making an effort to put one’s head against 
the rest as one does with so many cars. The 
driver's seat itself is movable forwards and 
backwards, and the driver position makes the 
‘equivalent to reclining the seat, which is not 
possible in the Bagheera. In front of the driver 
is an oddly shaped wheel, which, when cen- 
tralised, the bottom section is flat which could 
cause @ nasty moment when grabbing for the 
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wheel, but I certainly had no problems. 

‘The TV screen of instruments is dominated 
by the rev and speedometer, both of which 
are equal sized and are lit in green, which 
may be adjusted by the overheating rheostat. 
I say overheating because usually after any 
length run, the switch was hot, but never 
caught fire or anything dramatic, I hasten 
to add, Other instruments Include battery, fuel 
tank, oil pressure temperature indicators, all 
calibrated in great detail. There's also a cigar. 
ete lighter, choke (never used) and various 
Slightly fiddly and uncomprehensible heating 
arrangements, which seemed not to cool one 
down, but heated one well. 

Finally, there was a glove pocket down by 
one’s left foot (eft hand drive remember) a 
kick switch wash/wipe which was very use 
ful, a glove compartment opposite the pas- 
sengers, and the various switches covering 
Tights, which will have been converted from 
the French arrangement on most models by 
Halesfield and raise hydraulically, two speed 
wipers and a clock. Holding driver and right 
hand passenger are inertia belts used as stan- 
dard, while the pig in the middle has just a 
lap belt. Because the car has high seats, the 
mirrors are quite important, and while the left 
and centre are covered by efficient mirrors, 
the right hand side is fairly blind coupled with 
the fact that there's no mirror and the seats 
fare high. However, I only once got into any 
sort of trouble, and if the driver's careful, then 
he can manage quite well. There's a window 
behind the driver, and behind that is the 
opening rear window which allows access to 
the engine in front of the quite healthly sized 
boot. This rear window, heated incidentally. 
is opened from the driver's door valance and 
hisses open hydraulically. Care must be taken 
in closing it, for this €50 plus window Is apt 
to shatter if one is not careful 

Driving the Bagheera is a dream. It may 
not be the fastest car in the world but has 
a very free revving little engine, and the 
fev counter needle happily flicks up to 7000 
's the car shoots forward. Selecting gears 
i a funny business, not necessarily because 
the linkage was dodgy on my version, but be- 
cause (1) there's quite a long travel, and (2) 
the actual gaps in the gate vary from car to 
car, and one isn’t very sure if one is in gear 
OF not, Furthermore, if one has a nice relaxed 
seat position, the gearstick seems rather a 
long Way away. Or maybe I've just got short 
arms. The acceleration figures were a dis- 
Appointment, but were not very indicative 
because the car was not as crisp as it could 
be as a brief run in another model which had 
just arrived indicated. However, not much 
more than 12 was reached as a best 0:60 


6000 rpm. 


The Matra Bagheera is powered by a downdraughted 1300 Simca engine giving 84 bhp at 


‘mph figure, and this was probably due to 
the long gearing which in turn allowed the 
top speed from this 1300 cc car to be as much 
as 110 mph. Even at 100 mph the car pulled 
very well up quite a steep long hill, and 
with three people up, it pulled well at high 
speeds. 

‘The actual dimensions of this three-seater 
are really not very long, but naturally quite 
wide, and although it is easy to judge the 
width, the stability when cornering at high 
speed leaves a little to be desired. The actual 
Straightline speed is fine, but when cornering 
fone can't simply set it up and leave it for, 
despite its excellent balance and the mid- 
engined conformation, it can be twitchy at 
high speed. Round slower corners at high 
speed, there was quite a lot of understeer 
apparent, although the driver can be quite 
unaware of such a fact 

‘The fuel tank holds about 10 gallons and 
this flowed out at the rate of 32.7 miles to the 
gallon, this at various speeds with various 
Toads up to three people. However, John Mur- 
ray said that the mpg could be put in the 
range of between 29 and 36 mpg. In the 
gears, the car will do about 60 mph in second 
and up to 80 mph in third and they really are 
well suited to Britain. Bagheera’s original 
appearance creates tremendous interest in this 
country and the car was well surrounded 
‘most times it stopped. The three-seater con 
figuration makes it quite suitable for small 
families, although three adults felt them- 
selves a little like sardines even though the 
Journey of about 70 miles was quite bear- 

totally unobstruct 

‘always wary about’ who will ser- 
vice such a relatively rare car and how long. 
spares would take to come from France. Well, 
in many cases, the Bagheera uses Simca parts, 
and equally, a Simca dealer should not be 
wary of doing the servicing, etc, of this 
essentially Simca car. Having broken a couple 
of hatchback rear windows, John Murray told 
me that the waiting time was around two to 
three weeks which Is not too bad. Halesfield 
will continue to import these gorgeous ca 
as long as there is a market, and it was one 
of the most pleasant cars I have ever driven, 
For the future, there's probably a U8 with 
two, of these Simca engines in U formation, 
and Halesfield are investigating the possi 
Dility of doing a right-hand-drive conversion, 
although, as one can well Imagine, it will In: 
volve changing over the entire dashboard, TV 
Screen instruments and seats, which would 
involve more work than it’s probably worth 
However, I. would exhort anyone with the 
right sort of money, and that’s around £2,750, 
to try a Bagheera. You'll fall in love!

Close win for Hesketh 


It was Battle of Britain day at Rufford last 
Sunday so the crowd was vast and enter- 


later as a separate race. Two of the latter, 
John Absalom’s rebuilt Ginetta G4 and Tony 
Dean's ex-Martin Birrane Porsche Carrera 


equalling his lap 
record in the process. Brian Uriwin led the 
Vees and the race until Absalom caught up 
whereupon he was overtaken by Malcolm 
Horwood's CM too, while the Austro of Ian 
Flux was never far behind. Horwood, after a 
‘slowish practice time in the wet, was anxious 
to close the gap between him and Uriwin in 
the championship, but he fell foul of a wan- 
dering Sprite in the Esses and had to retire 
Urlwin's McNamara retook first place which 
became very secure on the last lap when 
Flux’s car lapsed on to two cylinders, without 
losing its driver second place. Peter Wim- 
hurst in his ex-Steve Matchett Vee Max spun 
away an early fourth place and fell to 10th, 
but had made it all the way back to third by 
the end. Horwood had the consolation of a 
new class record. 

‘Without Colin Vandervell, the Mexico 
Challenge drivers could look forward to mov- 
ing up a place this week. Neil McGrath in 
‘the Thomas Motors car made a poor start 
from pole position and was headed round the 
first lap by Gordon Rigby and Mike Free- 
man with Peter Ripley doing his best to come 
alongside. Entering lap two Ripley and Nick 
Weir came into contact, the Zoflora car 
rolling at Grange. The incident also unnerved 
Gordon Bruce who went ploughing in the 
Toric entry, neither driver being hurt. The 


race resolved itself into a duel between Free- 
man, who outbraked Rigby into the lead at 
York for the second time, and the St Helens 
driver who was never able to recover his lost 
position, despite a very big effort on the last 
lap which made for a hectic finish. McGrath 
seemed unable to close the small gap to the 
leaders and was being caught by Weir, whose 
car bore the scars of contact with Ripiey, but 
carried on, shedding bodywork on its way. 
On the penultimate lap McGrath spun at York 
and had to make do with fourth. Geoff Evans 
just held off John Waterman on the last lap 
for fifth, these two having lost David da 
Costa who ran over one of the notorious 
Rufford oil drums and thought it had given 
him @ puncture. 

‘Much muttering about bent engines among 
the Formula Fords ended in an inconsequen: 
tial protest so no one was any the wiser. 
Kelvin Hesketh (Stein Lager Merlyn Mk 24) 
led off the line from John Simpson's Nike 
Mk 10 and Graham Elkington’s Royale RPI6 
but the second lap at the hairpin saw Elking- 
ton out with minor rear end damage after a 
bump with Pete Clark's Crosslé 25F. Despite 
a new-look snub nose, the Ulster car carried 
‘on undaunted, finding a way past Simpson's 
fast Nike on lap 6 and chasing after the 
leader. After one or two tentative forays, 
Clark made his move at York with one lap to 
go, but Hesketh emulated the trick next, and 
ast time round and just scratched round the 
last two comers to win by half a length. After 
trouble with the crankshaft oll seal in prac- 
tice, Peter Harrington was going well in his 

‘made Cougar, holding third 
few laps until stopped by ignition failure. Alo 
Lawler had to retire his Hawke after a minor 
bump on the first lap had disturbed the water 
pipes and let the coolant out, so up into 
‘Simpson at the end came the 
Merlyn Mk 20A of Mick Starkey after a spin 
had robbed him of the chance of another 
northern win. 

‘What happens when you cross a Renault 
R5 with a Rufford oil drum? You get a 
noisy motor race. The second visit of this 
particular circus was dominated by Nell 
McGrath, making amends for his Mexico 
spin, but it was the battered green thing of 
Mick Hill which set the new lap record on 
its way to second place. Hugo Shipley was 
always third, but some sort of dice, at less 
than 60 mph, was observed for fourth place 
until Stuart’ McCrudden’s new bodyshell 
whispered past and left Adrian Lindley with 
fifth from Brian Butler, Allan Hebb having 


departed with front wheel bearing failure. 

‘The Northern Clubmen's Champagne Cham- 
pionship round was good with a full grid of 
these fast two-seaters. Pole position occu- 
pant Dave Pattle in the Martin Hall Steel 
Tubes U2 was slow off the mark, unlike Cald- 
well Smythe from the second row who took 
an immediate lead in his Gryphon, chased by 
John Spencer's well-conducted U2 Mk 11B 
and Barry Joel's new U2 Mk 14, It did not 
take Joel! long to deal with Spencer, but 
‘Smythe looked uncatchable until his usual 
troubles struck. This time it was oil leaking 
on to a rear tyre which caused him to spin 
in the Esses on lap eight. He carried on still 
second, but with the race lost to Joell and 
was just able to hold off Spencer at the line 
despite a slipping clutch adding to his prob- 
lems. John Holroyd's U2 Mk 11B looked to 
be one of the fastest through the corners and 
was a worthy fourth, not far behind Spencer 
although this became third anyway when 
Spencer was given a 10s penalty for a push 
start. The B Sports class was won by Geoff 
Lambert in the ex-works demonstrator U2

‘After the cars had lined up for the Club- 
man's and Modsports race, Derek Cook made 
& superb start, leading into Tower from John 
Holroyd and Tim Wood. Barry Joell was left 
at the line with a broken driveshaft 
the cars came round at the end of the lap, 
Holroya’s Mallock had moved into the lead 
from the similar of Cook, while Tim 
Wood's Magnum was third, and a gap had 
‘opened up between the leading trio and che 
‘next car, the Mallock of John Muirhead. Mean- 
While, the leading Modsport, the Clan of Ken 
Allen’ was missing, the car having spun, rolled, 
‘and burst into flames. Luckily, Allen was un: 
hurt, and the marshals were able to put the 
fire out before the car was destroyed. 

On lap two, both Cook and Holroyd went 
off, and Tim’ Wood came round in front, 
foliowed by John Muirhead, who had moved 
up from fourth, and the Mallock of Chris Hart, 
who had moved up from sixth on lap one.
